And at eight of the clock in the afternoon of the same 
day, and at the same place, to act on the following sub- 
jects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town (Officers, 
not chosen by the non-partisan ballot, for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations for the same, according to, or 
any change thereto as may be made to the report of the 
Financial Board. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote a discount 
on taxes paid on or before a certain date, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to sell any real estate or growth thereon, now 
owned by the town, if they with a majority of the Finan- 
cial Board think it advisable, or take any action relating 
thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to petition 
the State Tax Commission to have an audit made of all town 
records, by the Municipal accounting division, and make 
an appropriation for the same. 


Article 7. To see if the town will allow the Tax Col- 
lector compensation for collecting the State Head Tax, 
and fix the amount at 8%, or take any action relating 
thereto. 


Article 8. By request: To see if the town will vote 
an appropriation for the time of two additional assessors 
to be appointed by the Financial Advisory Committee and 
Planning Board, to work with the three selectmen on prop- 
erty assessment.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
You Can Help Prevent Forest Fires 


Twenty-five per cent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning—brush, paper, 
leaves, etc. Most of them are started without the required 
permit from the local forest fire warden. The cost of extin- 
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guishing these fires annually runs into large sums of money. 

According to law, responsible parties must pay the cost 
‘of putting them out. In addition, violators may be subject 
to court prosecution with fines running as high as ($200) 
two hundred dollars. 


In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate 
burning at home? Use your town dump. It has been set 
up for your personal convenience. It provides a suitable 
place for the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste ma- 
terial and other useless items which accumulate around the 
home and local stores—brush, etc. cut on your property. 
Eliminate the hazard of burning yourself. It will be easier 
for you—personally and financially. 


If, however, you do burn on your premises: 


1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden— 
the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t 
leave it. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leav- 
ing’ it.

Your Planning Board, after due consideration, offers 
for your approval the following :— 


Proposed Planning Ordinance 
for the 
Town of Mason, New Hampshire 


An ordinance to promote the health, safety, morals, 
convenience and general welfare of the community by guid- 
ing the use of buildings and premises in the Town of Mason. 


ARTICLE I 
Preamble 


In pursuance of authority conferred by Chapter 31, 
Sections 60-89, and Chapter 26, Sections 11, 26, 31, of the 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 1955, for the 
purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, prosperity, 
convenience or general welfare, as well as efficiency and 
economy in the process of development of the incorporated 
Town of Mason, New Hampshire, by securing from fire, 
panic and other dangers, providing adequate areas between 
buildings and various rights of way, by preserving the rural 
charm now attached to our town, the promotion of good 
civic design and arrangements, wise and efficient expendi- 
ture of public funds and the adequate provision of public 
utilities and other public requirements and by other means, 
now therefore, this ordinance is hereby enacted by the 
voters of the Town of Mason, New Hampshire in officia! 
meeting convened. 


* General Provisions 


1. No junk yard or place for the storage of discarded 
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machinery, vehicles, or other scrap materials shall be main- 
tained in any District, except that after public hearing in 
which evidence on both sides is heard, the Board of Aidjust- 
ment shall have authority to decide whether the permit 
shall be issued or not. 


2. No owner or occupant of land shall permit fires or 
other ruins to be left, but shall remove the same within 
two years. 


&. Any uses that may be obnoxious or injurious by 


reason of the production or emission of odor, dust, smoke, 
refuse matter, fumes, noise, vibrations, or similar condi- 
tions, or that are dangerous to the comfort, peace, enjoy- 
ment, health or safety of the community or lending to its 
disturbance or annoyance are prohibited. 


4. Any billboard or advertising structure, other than 
advertising products of the resident of the premises, shall 
meet the approval of the Board of Adjustment before its 
erection. 


5. No building shall be located within ten feet of the 
side property lines or right of way. 


6. If any proposed use is such to attract vehicles, 
ample space shall be provided on the property to accommo- 
date all such vehicles attracted by the business. 


7. Right of Way means and includes all state, town 
and federal highways and the land on either side of same as 
covered by statutes to determine the width of rights of way. 


8. Frontage. All future lots shall have a frontage of 
at least 175 feet. 


9. Minimum Land Area. No lot shall be less than 
35,000 square feet. 


10. Permanent residents. A family shall be considered 
permanent residents when they have used any building 
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continuously as a residence for a period of six months or 
more. 


11. No single building shall house more than two fam- 
ilies as permanent residents. 


12. Residences may be used to house such uses by the 
owner or tenant as offices for doctor, engineer, architect, 
lawyer, real estate and insurance, or other recognized pro- 
fessions, and such home occupations as hairdressing, dress- 
making, manufacture of craft products, and manufacture 
of food products. 


13. Property owners of enterprises shall be allowed 
two advertising signs for produce sold on the premises, 
such signs not to total over fifteen square feet in area; 
also one or more signs pertaining to the lease, sale or use 
of a lot or building on which placed. 


14. Mobile homes, or trailers, or camp cars shall be 
situated on property in such manner as to meet such re- 
quirements of these by-laws and/or the building code as 
may be applicable. 


15. Any road built on private property shall meet con- 
struction standards of the state T.R.A. requirements be- 
fore being acceptable to the town. 


ARTICLE II 


Nonconforming Uses 


A. Any Nonconforming use other than uses specified 
in B and C below may continue in their present use except 
that any nonconforming use of building may not be: 


Changed to another nonconforming use. 
Re-established after discontinuance for one year. 
Extended. 

Rebuilt after damage exceeding 50% of its value.

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B. No junk yard may continue as a nonconforming 
use without special permit from Board of Adjustment, for 
more than one year after the effective date of this Ordi- 
nance, except that a junk yard may continue as a noncon- 
forming use if within that period it is completely enclosed 
within a continuous solid wall or fence of such height, not 
less than eight feet high in any case, as to screen completely 
the operations of the junk yard. Plans of building or fence 
shall be approved by the Board of Adjustment before it 
is erected. 


C. No billboards or outdoor advertising structures 
may continue as a nonconforming use for more than two 
years after the effective date of this Ordinance unless it 
is designed to direct attention to a business or profession 
conducted on the premises. 


ARTICLE III 


Enforcement 


It shall be the duty of the Planning Board, and the 
Board is hereby given power and authority to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE IV 


Board of Adjustment 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this Ordinance 
and thereafter as terms expire or vacancies occur, the 
Board of Selectmen shall make appointments to a Board of 
Adjustment of five members conforming in duties to the 
provisions of Chapter 31, Sections 66-89 of the New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statulttes Annotated 1955. Thereafter as 
terms expire or vacancies occur, the appointing authority 
shall be responsible for filling vacancies and maintaining 
full membership on the Board of Adjustment. The Board 
of Adjustment shall conform in membership and term of 
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office to the provisions of Chapter 31, Sections 66-89 of 
the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 1955. In 
addition to the general powers granted said Board by said 
‘Chapter 31, it may, in harmony with and subject to its 
provisions: 


A. Permit a nonconforming temporary use for an 
initial period of not more than two years. Permits may be 
renewed by the Board of Adjustments for successive peri- 
ods of not more than one year each. 


B. Wave the Residential frontage requirements where 
there are unusual conditions of street curvature. In such 
cases, however, the average width of the lot shall be equal 
to/or greater than the frontage requirements. 


C. Permit trailer camps or mobile home subdivisions 
provided that no trailer or mobile home shall be located 
on a lot smaller than 2,000 square feet in area and follow 
the regulations adopted by the town and as outlined in the 
regulations of the State Board of Health. 


ARTICLE V 
Amendments 


This Ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of 
any legal town meeting when such amendments are pub- 
lished in the warrant calling for the meeting and when such 
amendment has received a public hearing, which hearing 
has been advertised and given legal fifteen day notice. 


ARTICLE VI 


Penalty 


Every person, persons, firm or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be fined not 
more than ten dollars upon conviction for each day such 
violation exists. 
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ARTICLE VII 


Saving Clause 


The invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other provision. 


ARTICLE VIII 
When Effective 


This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my second annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


STAFF AND INSTRUCTION 


The Mason Public School opened this fall with two 
changes in staff. Mrs. Neta Frost has been appointed 


Principal of the School and also teaches in grades one, two 
and three. Mr. John Sturm, former Principal and teacher in 
grades four, five and six, left to teach in Seabrook, N. H. 
and his position was filled by Mr. Marcel St. Hilaire, a 


graduate of Merrimack College in Andover, Massachusetts 
with extension work at Lowell State Teachers’ College. Mrs. 


Jean Sturm, the former teacher of grades seven and eight 
left with her husband and is not now teaching; her position 
was filled by Mr. Richard Metivier of Dublin, New Hamp- 
shire, and a product of Keene Teachers’ College. Miss Elsie 
Wheeler continues as Music Supervisor, Miss Sybil Beat- 
ham, R.N., as School Nurse and Dr. Robert Wellwood as 
School Doctor. Mr. Ernest Smith has been appointed as 
custodian of the buildings. 


The opening of school saw an enrollment in the primary 
room of some thirty-four youngsters which made the teach- 
ing situation an extremely difficult one. The School Board 
considered very carefully the possibility of employing a 
teacher to assist Mrs. Frost in this room and thereby insure 
more adequately that proper instruction be provided for 
all children in this room. Further consideration of the 
matter finally led to discarding this possibility but with the 
understanding that if census figures indicated an enroll- 
ment of this kind in the coming school year provisions be 
made for a special article for some kind of teaching as- 
sistance. At the present time Mrs. Frost finds it necessary 
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to spread herself very thinly in reaching youngsters in all 
these three grades as long as there are 34 children in this 
room. Feeling that the best interest of the children is not 


being served by such a teaching situation the School 
Board has an article within the Warrant, giving the District 
an opportunity to vote funds to provide for a teacher to as- 
sist in the instruction at this very critical level. 


Due to personal difficulties which developed during the 
course of the year Mr. St. Hilaire resigned from his position 
as teacher of grades four, five and six. He was replaced by 
Mrs. Helene Greene of Greenville, New Hampshire, a teacher 
of many years of experience, who assumed responsibility for 
this room at about the middle of the school year. 


Perhaps the most interesting development in the in- 
structional program being provided children of Mason re- 
volves about the area of educational television. The Mason 
School was the first in Union #68, and certainly one of the 
first in the State of New Hampshire, to formally join “The 
Twenty-one Inch Classroom,” an educational series of pres- 
entations produced by WGBH-TYV in Boston. The entrance 
of this program was brought about first by an interest on 
the part of the School Board in providing the advantages of 
educational television for the children of Mason, and sec- 
ondly by receiving a television set as a gift for the Mason 
School. The program costs the school district 25c per pupil 
or a minimum fee of $25.00 which has been paid. The value 
of joining in this program’ of television instruction is that 
membership provides the teacher with guides for fully uti- 
lizing the presentations which are made. The program at 
this time is presented the first four days of the week, twice 
each day, with material directed each day toward a different 
grade level; Monday, fifth and sixth grade science, Tuesday, 
fourth grade social studies, Wednesday, third grade litera- 
ture and Thursday, second grade music. Day by day the 
teachers are becoming more adept at utilizing this material 
and building units of work around these TV presentations. 
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In many respects, preparations are made for the television 
presentations in the same way that preparations are made 
for an educational film. 


Although Mason is one of the first schools in the State 
to be fully utilizing this medium, it is felt that in the near 
future many schools will be following along this path and 
be taking advantage of the expert teachers, the specialized 
teaching aids, the carefully prepared scientific experiments 
and demonstrations which would be almost impossible to 
duplicate or make available to youngsters in a small school. 


Through the efforts of Mr. Metivier the boys and girls 
of the upper four grades are being given the opportunity 
during the winter months of taking part in a Physical Edu- 
cation program. Arrangements have been made for the use 
of the Greenville Town Hall for athletic activities. This is 
the first time in many years that such opportunities have 
been available to children of Mason, and it seems that this 
is a step in the right direction. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The buildings and grounds of the Mason School con- 
tinue in good condition. However, at this time a problem 
seems to be rising on the horizon, that of adequate school 
space in the future for children of the community. There 
has been a slow but steady growth in the elementary school 
population, above the projections of the census figures. 
This means that additional families are moving into Mason, 
and as a result of this school population is rapidly increas- 
ing. For example, in the census taken on December 7, 1955 
it was expected that in the school year 1959-60 there would 
be fifty children in grades one through eight. As of October 
1958 the 1959-60 census indicates not fifty, but eighty-three 
children in grades one through eight. These figures show 
that in spite of the utilization of the Parsonage as a teach- 
ing area, present facilities in the near future are going to

be inadequate to properly house children. The School Board 
sensing this development is requesting the School District 
vote to give approval to the appointment of a committee to 
study the building needs of Mason and also to provide this 
committee with minimal funds to develop plans either for 
additions to the present building or for the construction of 
a separate building to house children of the community. 
The School Board also, feeling that the financial burden of 
construction at some time in the future would be very great, 
is also giving the School District an opportunity to decide 
whether or not a Capital Reserve Fund should be set up to 
put aside money to have available for use toward this even- 
tual construction. If this money is put aside, it will mean 
that at the actual time of construction a much smaller 
amount would have to be raised by taxation thereby de- 
creasing to a considerable extent the amount of money paid 
in interest on the bonds or note. In addition to that, the 
money put aside would earn interest for the School District. 
The issues involved in the matter of additional space for the 
housing of school children are worthy of the very careful 
consideration by each and every citizen of the community. 


SPECIAL ARTICLES 


There are other articles included in the Warrant to be 
acted on by the School District. Article 9 requests funds to 
be raised to take care of the deficiency which developed in 
the previous school year due to the excesses of tuition and 
transportation costs over the amounts which were budgeted 
for those purposes. These costs were paid during the school 
year 1957-58 by the advancement of money from the 1958- 
59 budget. Such money is needed to allow the School Dis- 
trict to operate properly within the 1958-59 budget voted at 
the last School District meeting. Article 10 relates to the 
appropriation of additional money to provide for a part-time 
teacher as has already been discussed previously in this re- 
port. Article 11 refers to a matter of transportation which 
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has been causing concern to some parents of school 
children. For the sake of economy, the School Board let 
contracts for a transportation system which would require 
youngsters to walk up to three-quarters of a mile to the bus. 
This revision of the route made it possible to reduce expendi- 
tures in this area by a considerable amount. However, a re- 
quest has been made to provide transportation on a house 
to house basis. It is estimated by the School Board that 
$2500 would be necessary to meet this need since provision 
for house to house transportation may make it necessary 
to initiate an additional route to reduce the riding time of 
children to a reasonable level. In addition, the sum re- 
quested is necessary since it must provide for adequate 
transportation throughout the year and thus provision must 
be made for youngsters who may move into the area which, 
at this time cannot possibly be anticipated, but which has 
been occurring regularly during the past few years. Article 
12 refers to the appointment by the School Board of an Ad- 
visory School Building Committee, as previously discussed, 
with provisions for minimal funds to allow this Committee 
to perform its function properly and adequately. Articles 
13 and 14 refer to the establishment of a Capital Reserve 
Fund for the eventual construction of either an addition to 
the present school facility or the construction or purchase 
of a separate school building. The important factors in- 
volved in thinking relative to this matter have previously 
been discussed. Article 15 provides the School District with 
the opportunity of taking advantage of a flat fee being of- 
tered by Appleton Academy for the education of Masor 
High School children. The proposed School Board budget 


calls for sixteen youngsters be in attendance at Appleton 
Academy for the coming school year at a rate of $388 per 
pupil or a total of $6,208.00. The Trustees of Appleton 
Academy are offering the Town of Mason an opportunity 
to educate children going to Appleton Academy for 
$4,649.00. The only stipulation is that this amount would be 
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paid no matter what the number of youngsters attending 
the Academy might be, be that number more or less than 
the sixteen which the School Board has anticipated. The 
only way in which the School District could fail to gain fi- 
nancially by the acceptance of this offer would be to have 
an unusually large number of children discontinue their 
education at Appleton Academy. If more than four children 
dropped out of school the district would suffer by this 
proposed plan. It seems that this offer is one that should 
be accepted by the School District since over the years the 
drop-out of children from Mason attending Appleton Acad- 
emy has been very small and at the most not numbered 
more than one or two children. It is also understood that if 
the number of children attending the Academy from Mason 
should be more than sixteen because of influx of High 
School pupils, the flat fee figure of $4,649 would still be in 
effect. Article 16 gives the School Board the authority to 
return to the General Fund of the School District the un- 
expended balance of the Parsonage Fund. This Article is 
necessary since funds raised by the School District for the 
Parsonage Fund cannot be legally spent for any other pur- 
pose, and therefore, authority by the School District is 
legally necessary to return the unexpended balance to the 
General Fund. 


FINANCE 


The School Board’s Budget for 1959-60 amounts to 
$32,554.34, an increase of $3,224.74 over the previous year’s 
budget. However, due to additional State Aid which is be- 
ing anticipated because of increased enxollment in the 
Mason School the assessment for the operation of the school 
amounts to $30,454.34, an increase of $2,720.28 over the 
school assessment for the current school year. 


The increase in the appropriation for the operation of 
the school lies within but a few areas of the budget. The 
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first increase is in the area of Teachers’ Salaries, amounting 
to $1,525. The increase is made necessary in order to pay 
teachers salaries in keeping with those in southern New 
Hampshire. This increase would be smaller if it were com- 
pared to the actual amount of money which was being ex- 
pended for salaries for the current year rather than the 
amount budgeted for this year. During the present school 
year it was found necessary to spend some $600 more than 
was originally budgeted under this item. On this basis, the 
increase is one of only $925. A second increase is in Item 
#13—Lights, and Other Expenses—where an increase of 
$111 reflects an adjustment in these costs to a figure which 
is more in keeping with the amount that has been expended 
in this area over the past several years. The largest in- 
crease is in the area of Tuitions where additional numbers 
of youngsters attending High School and an increasing tui- 
tion rate have resulted in an increase in this item of $2,134. 
A saving of $1,559 can be realized in this area if the flat 
fee offer of Appleton Academy is accepted by the School 
District. Acceptance of the flat fee arrangement with Ap- 
pleton Academy would show an increase in this item of only 
$574. The final increase of $184 is evident in item # 23— 
New Equipment since it has been found necessary to obtain 
a new duplicator to replace the one presently in operation 
due to its age and its failure to operate properly at all times. 
The areas of reduced spending in the 1959-60 budget have 
helped to keep the overall budget increase at a lower level. 
The first of these decreases is in the area of Fuel where a 
reduction of $100 is being made in order to keep this figure 
in line with what has been spent for fuel on the average 
in the operation of the Mason School. In the area of Trans- 
portation, Item #16, a decrease of $803 is being anticipated 
by limiting the costs to those which the Board is currently 
bound to by contract. 
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CONCLUSION 


The School Board, I believe, deserves special credit for 
the very careful interest and attention given to the proper 
operation of the school. The Town should take pride in 
having a Board that actively exhibits its sincere interest in 
events and activities taking place within the School. 


I wish to thank the Mason School Board and the staff 
for their helpfulness and cooperation in continuing a high 
quality of education for Mason children.

REPORT ON FIRE PREVENTION AT SCHOOL 


Following the disastrous school fire in Chicago, the 
State of New Hampshire has been making a particularly 
careful inspection of schools in order to insure full com- 
pliance with proper safety measures. A recent inspection 
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of our two school buildings by the State Fire Marshal and 
our local Fire Chief resulted in instructions to make exif 
doors open outward. This will be attended to. Aside from 
this stipulation there were a few minor recommendations— 
not actual requirements—such as the advisability of in- 
stalling an alarm system that would react to excessive heat 
in the cellar, fireproof sheeting above the furnace, relocation 
of one of the fire extinguishers, and relocation of some 
school supplies. The School Board will comply with all of 
these recommendations. A monthly inspection and report 
will be made by the custodian and a member of the faculty, 
and a quarterly inspection and report by the Fire Chief, to 
insure proper continuance of safety measures. Monthly fire 
drills are held, and the average time of exit is 40 to 60 
seconds.
